DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to tine election filed April 3, 2008. Claims 1-12 
are pending (claims 9-12 being withdrawn from consideration). 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1 -8 in the reply filed on 
April 3, 2008 is acknowledged. Claims 9-12 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected group (s), there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 9- 
12 directed groups non-elected M^/Y/70i/f traverse. Accordingly, claims 9-12 have been 
cancelled in the accompanying Examiner Amendment (see attached below). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

4. The prior art documents submitted by Applicant in tine Information Disclosure 
Statements filed on August 16, 2006, have been considered and made of record (note 
attached copy of forms PTO-1449). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-8 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the closest prior art of record (Gipson et al. U.S. P. No. 4,732,446) does not 
teach or reasonably suggest, in combination, each of the claim limitations of sole 
independent claim 1 . In particular, Gipson et al. '446 does not teach or reasonably 
suggest the express limitations such as "penetration electrodes, each penetrating 
through from a base member surface on which the photonic device is mounted to a 
base member surface at the opposite side", or "wherein the inclination angle of the 
reflecting surface being adjusted to an angle". There is no teaching or reasonable 
suggestion from Gipson et al. '466 or the other prior art to teach each and every claim 
limitation from sole independent claim 1, including the penetration electrode limitation 
(through the base member) and the inclination angle of the reflecting surface to be 
adjusted to match the optical waveguide(s) and photonic devices. Claims 2-8 are 
dependent upon claim 1 .
